She said he h d not written in a month and 
she and her husband had no prior knowledge that 
he intended to desert the Army and ask for asylum 
in Sweden. 
“ He’s always been a very good boy,” she said 
this morning. 
The 15. soldiers or draft-dodgers who were grant­ 
ed tsylum today ra;sed the number of self-exiled 
American Vietnam war protesters granted permis­ 
sion to slay in Sweden to 307.

Nixon Aide Will Succeed 
Martin in Federal Reserve 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
White House announced today 
the 
resignation ot 
William 
Mc( hesney Martin as chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Board 
and the selection by President 
Nixon of Arthur F. Burns to 
succeed him. 


Martin’s term was 
due to 
expire Jan. 31, 1970. 
Burns, 
counsellor 
to 
the 
President 
since the start of this Adminis­ 
tration, was chairman of the 
President's Council of Econom­ 
ic Advisors during the Eisen­ 
hower Administration 
Martin is 62, Burns 65. 


Burns is a long-time friend of 
Nixon’s, and has played a key 
role so far in Nixon Administra­ 
tion economic policies. 


When he named Burns to a 
special 
counselor, 
Nixon 
de­ 
scribed 
his 
role 
in 
the 
Administration as “ that of a 
generalist, dealing with a broad 
province 
of 
legislative 
and 
executive actions.” 
The White House said Nixon 
shortly would nominate Burns 
to the Fed’s board of governors 
for a 14-year term. 
After 
Senate 
confirmation, 
the President would designate 
Burns as board chairman, the 
White House said. 
The president has the power 
to designate a Fed chairman 


from existing board members 
every four years. 
The White House announce­ 
ment of the Martin resignation 
and 
the 
Burns 
appointment 
came shortly after noon EDT 
and a few minutes after Sen. 
William 
Proxmire, 
D-Wis., a 
ranking member of the Senate 
Banking Committee, broke the 
news on Capitol Hill. 
Martin has headed the Fed 
since April, 1951, when he was 
named 
by 
former 
President 
Harry S. Truman to fill a three- 
year unexpired term. 
The late President Dwight D. 
Ki>enhower named him to a 
full 
14-year term and again 
designated him as chairman, 
one 
of 
the 
most 
influential 
Washington posts in terms of 
economics, fiscal and monetary 
matters. 
Martin in recent years has 
been a leader in the imposition 
of lighter money controls as a 
hedge against 
both deflation, 
during the 1958 recession, and 
more 
recently 
months 
to 
combat inflation. 
Although Martin’s term has 
more than three months to go, 
Nixon said he was announcing 
the 
Burns 
nomination 
now 
primarily lo make possible a 
smooth, orderly 
transition 
in 
the highly important chairman­ 
ship.

He said in the text of hi 
speech from his oval office at 
the White House that labor and 
management, as well as the 
public, could expect the Admi­ 
nistration to continue its often 
unpopular

And he said it was winning 
the 
buttle 
—without 
“ shock 
treatment.” 
The President declared; “ We 
are not considering wage or 
price controls,” Nor, he said, 
would 
he 
use

guideline system of telling the 
working 
man 
how 
much he 
should charge for his services 
or how much a businessman 
should charge for his goods. 
Nixon 
stressed that in the 
continuing 
war 
on 
inflation, 
“ there will

overnight 
cure,” but added. “ We are on 
the road to recovery from the 
disease of runaway prices.” 
“ Let me be careful not to 
mislead anyone; prices are still 
going up, and may continue to

Perenni iL are used by gard­ 
eners for a variety of reasons, 
hut whatever the reason, one 
thing is for certain: they’re a 
garden delight. 
In the days of the pioneers— 
before the era of the annuals, 
whose colors, shapes and heavy 
blooming characteristics added 
another dimension to gardening 
— our forefathers relied on per­ 
ennials to provide garden color. 
While annuals are important 
n 
contemporary 
landscapes, 
perennials are still relied upon 
for the special effects that can 
be achieved with these plants. 
(Loosely defined, perennials are 
plants that live for more than 
two 
years, 
and 
whose 
top 
growth dies down each winter 
and regrows each spring. Some 
perennials keep their leaves all 


year). 
Imagine a bed of delphiniums, 
their tall spikes of blooms —in 
colors ranging from the lightest 
lavender to the deepest purple— 
in the background of the gar­ 
den. Such a lovely sight is hard 
to match. Or, how about a bed 
of Shasta Daisies? The large 
flowers are a profusion of white 
— excellent for use with other 
plants or mussed by themselves. 
The single and double form'- 
make excellent cut flowers, too. 
Perennials can also solve diffi­ 
cult planting situations: flower 
beds inset info a paved patio; a 
narrow area long a driveway or 
in front of a hedge; any area 
too large to give much attention 
to — by turning an eyesore into 
an attractive site. 
A good selection of perennials 


is available at members of the 
California Association of Nur- 
erymen. These should be set 
out now, so the plants will be 
come established before winter. 


All sorts of forms, colors and 
texture patterns can be employ­ 
ed with various perennials — 
the result being an unfolding 
drama throughout the growing 
reason. 


CAN nurseries will have per­ 
ennials that do be--t in your 
area, and your nursery man can 
offer planting recommendations 
•net instructions. Besides delph­ 
inium and Shasta diasies, you’ll 
find chrysanthemums, coreop­ 


sis, columbine, violets, marguer­ 
ites and others. If you’re not ac­

A — Your request is, as you assumed, represen­ 
tative of m any others.

ATTENTION R.A.P.: Your account of problems 
in collecting VA educational benefits is a familiar 
one. Familiar, also, is your letter—no address, no 
claim number. Action Line is gaining insight into 
the problems of the VA in servicing veterans. The 
average VA complaint letter to Action Line—ap­ 
parently like the average letter to the VA—lacks 
essential information such as the claim number, 
and as in your case, even an address. You also 
believe you have been dealing with the Ontario 
office of the VA. There is no VA office in this area. 
The office assisting you is the San Bernardino Coun­ 
ty Veterans’ Service Office, which has no official 
Veterans Administration status. It is a county serv­ 
ice to assist veterans, and these service officers 
are often very knowledgeable and helpful. Also 
available locally to assist veterans are the claims 
officers of the American Legion, Veterans of For­ 
eign Wars, Disabled American Veterans and Amer­ 
ican Red Cross. These organizations have local 
claims officers as well as representatives at the 
regional VA offices. 
Many veterans with claims for benefits assign 
a power of attorney to one of these groups, who 
then represent them at VA hearings. On some m at­ 
ters, this is not necessary and they are glad to 
help any veteran.

Pomona will emerge as the 
hub of a vast network of phone 
exchanges which will make it 
possible to make toll - free tele­ 
phone calls to Covina, Rowland 
Heights and Glendora on the 
west and to Ontario and Upland 
on the east.

setup, 
those communities will be able 
to make toll - free phone calls to 
Pomona. 


To pay for the change - over, 
the Public I tilities Commission 
has allowed the phone company 
to increase its basic rates. As 
of Dec. 1, all basic service rates 
will be set at a uniform $4.65 
per month for private residential 
telephones. Comparable increas­ 
es will go into effect for party 
lines and for commercial serv­ 
ices. 
The new rates will provide in­ 
creases ranging from 40 cents a 
month in Claremont and Chino, 
to 45 cents a month in La Verne, 
50 cents a month in San Dimas 
and 55 cents a month in Po­ 
mona and Walnut-Diamond Bar. 
For the company it will be 
the culmination of nearly five 
y e a r s of work.

It has exen refused to provide the committee with the 
names of American prisoners or to permit the regular 
exchange of mail betxvecn them and their families. 
In case anyone is wondering, the government of 
South Vietnam, which has charge of all prisoners taken 
by both its fortes and by U.S. forces, has been fully 
co-operative with International Committee o ffic ia ls. 
At the quadrennial International Conference of the 
Red Cross in Istanbul, Turkey, la>t month, a resolution 
was adopted unanimously by the representatives of 77 
government" and 91 national Red Cross societies urg­ 
ing North Vietnam to observe the conventions it has 
signed. The American Red Cross has followed up this 
action b\ cabling Red Cross societies in all parts of the 
world asking that they appeal to the Red Cross Society 
of North Vietnam and that they urge their govern­ 
ments to make similar appeals to the North Vietnamese 
government. 


The Red Cross further suggests that since Hanoi 
keeps a dose weather eye on American public opinion, 
if enough Americans were to invest 25 cents in an air 
mail letter to Hanoi, this direct appeal might also go 
far toward persuading the North Vietnamese to bring 
their treatment of prisoners of xvar up to the level of 
decency which exen the Nazis observed in World War 
II .

All this may be offensive to admirers of Ho Chi 
Minh, w ho may ai gue that the United States government 
is ultimately responsible because it sent these men to 
Vietnam in the first place. Vet Sen. J. William Ful- 
biight, whose credentials as an opponent of American 
involvement in Vietnam have been impeccable ever 
since the involvement he once espoused Itegan running 
into trouble, has voiced support of the Istanbul resolu­ 
tion on the floor of Congress as a simple matter of hu- 
manitarianism having nothing to do with the nature of 
the conflict. 


Even if the United States were to sign a peace with 
North Vietnam tomorrow, or were to withdraw from 
Vietnam immediately and unilaterally, the machinery 
of repatriation would take time. Pending that day, it 
would mean a great deal to the lamilies of American 
prisoners of war if they could at least learn that their 
loved ones are alive. 


Common Sense In 
Use of Seat Belts 


An estimated 2,000 lives were saved in traffic ac­ 
cidents in 1%8 because of safety belts, reports the Na­ 
tional Highway Safety Bureau. 


Yet despite the obvious benefits, millions of mo­ 
torists, something like World War 1 pilots who dis­ 
dained the use of parachutes, persist in refusing to util­ 
ize this simplest and most important safety device on 
their cars, outside of its brakes. 


O n e lea.son may Ix\ of course, that putting on t h e 
belts is not always so simple a matter. Sorting out, 
straightening out and fastening together all the gear, 
especially since shoulder harnesses have been added, 
can he exasperating. At least, it is as good an e x c u s e 
as any for pushing the whole mess aside. 


Moreover, every automaker has a different ar­ 
rangement of buckles and straps, a confusion that may 
particular^ discourage their use b> people who do 
much driving of rental cars. 


Recognizing at long iast the need io standardize 
safety belts, the bureau proposes amending the feder­ 
al safety code to require standard buckle release meth­ 
ods, a provision for ready identification of correspond­ 
ing tongues and buckles and combination adjustment 
arid webbing stowage devices. An effective date not lat­ 
er than July 1, 1971, “is being considered.” 
Thus common sense may come to automobile safe­ 
ty belts some six years after they were first made 
mandatory on all new cars and some 60 years after 
automobile accidents began assuming significance as 
a method of limiting the population.

TOKYO — President N x o r ’s 
brave attem pt to reduce the

From Thailand to Taiwan, 
the generals are firing off hot 
memos left and right to fight 
off the cutbacks.

could not mount m ajor offen­ 
sives on more than one front. 
The CPR threat to Northeast 
or Southeast Asia would be 
reduced (if) it becam e clear 
that a m ajor offensive against 
Taiwan was being launched.

Tipping on Trains 


“DEAR MISS VANDERBILT: My wife and I are 
going to California next month by railroad train. Not 
having used this form of transportation in over 20 
years (and never across country ) I am concerned 
about the manner and amount of tipping. Will you 
please enlighten me on the subject?—L. E., Lake- 
hurst, N. J .” 
It interests me that I so rarely do get questions 
on train manners, and yet they can be rather puz­ 
zling to people who haven't been on transcontinental 
trains. I have nearly two pages on the subject in 
my book (available in your library). 
In regard to tipping, a dining car steward is 
tipped 15 per cent of the bill but not less than 25 
cents per person if a meal has been served. The 
steward and stewardess who serve drinks in the ob­ 
servation car or in a club car receive 15 per cent 
of the total bar biil but not less than 25 cents. 
A pullman porter on an overnight trip should be 
tipped approximately SI a night per person. If the 
porter does more than make up the berths, for ex­ 
ample bring your meals and drinks, you might pos­ 
sibly tip more, especially if the porter has been 
agreeable and helpful. Tip him as you leave the 
tiain. He will be at the foot of the steps probably 
expectantly waiting. 
Station porters now receive a fixed amount per 
bag which is indicated on the checks they give you. 
This may be anywhere 
from 25 cents to 35 cents 
depending on 
the station you are in. 
In addition to this fixed service charge, the porter 
usually expects a tip, but whether or not you give 
him one is entirely up to you. If he has carried two 
or three pieces of luggage, such a tip might be 25 
cents. If there is much more luggage, he has been 
very agreeable, you could tip 50 cents or even more 
depending on 
the weight of the luggage, how far he 
has had to carry it, and the difficulty of handing it.
